USED AMBULANCE FOR 
SMUGGLING. - 


NAVAL YARD COOLIE SENT 
TO PRISON. 


Two ingenious methods emiloye 
ed by coolfes to smuggle Govern- 
ment property out of the Naval 
Yard were revealed this morning 
when the polico’ prosecuted .a 
Chinese for the- theft of a large 
quantity of brass rivets and filings 
and also a quantity of lead, 
Alternatively, the man was charg- 
ed. with receiving stolen property. 


‘A: Chinese’ detective spoke: to 
seeing the defendant in Connaught 
Road West. He was carrying a 
smal] sack which appeared to be 
very heavy for its.size. He asked 
the carrior what it contained and 
when told that it was rico, de-

The contents being brass rivets 
and filings, the detective took the 
coolie tothe Central Police 
Station. On the way, the coolte 
explained that he found the con- 
tents of the sack in the hollow of 
a-bamboo which he had picked up
